LITTLE ROCK (AP) - C. 


Hamilton Moses, chairman of 
the Arkansas Industrial Devel- 
opment Commission and long a 
guiding force in the industriali- 
zation of the state, died Mon- 
day night at the age of 78. 


Moses was dining at a Little 


Rock hotel with Sen. John L. 
McClellan, D-Ark., when he was 
struck with an apparent heart 
attack. 


The one-time president of Ar- 


kansas 
Power 
& Light 
Co. 


gained national prominence in 
the 1950s for his criticism of 
federally owned power compan- 
ies. 


Moses was born in Hampton 


(Calhoun County) in 1888. He 
received bachelor 
of science 


and bachelor of arts degrees 
from Ouachita Baptist College 
at 
Arkadelphia, 
a 
master's 


f r o m Tulane University at New 
Orleans and a law degree from 
the University of Arkansas. 


He served as secretary to 


three 
Arkansas 
governors: 


George W. Donaghey, 1911-1913; 
George W. Hays, 1913-1915 and 
Charles H. Brough, 1917-1919. 


The late Harvey P. Couch, 


founder and first president of 
Arkansas Power & Light Co., 
hired Moses in 1919 as general 
counsel for AP&L and other 
Couch enterprises. 


Moses played a vital role in 


the development of telephone, 
railroad and electric systems, 
including the Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi power and 
light 
companies; the Kansas 


City Southern and the Louisiana 
and Arkansas railroads. 


He was a law partner of two 


U.S. senators — McClellan and 
the late Joe T. Robinson, whom 
Moses like to recall "was the 
only man to ever fire me when 
he was elected governor." 


In 
the early 1940s, Moses 


helped develop the "Arkansas 
Plan," a statewide program de- 
signed 
to develop the rural, 


community and industrial re- 
sources of the state. 


Moses 
became 
the second 


AP&L president in 1941, suc- 
ceeding Couch. He was appoint- 
ed chairman of the board in 
1952 and he retired from active 
company service four years lat- 
er. He was a member of the 
AP&L board until two months

should be dull," says Cornelius 
Ryan, who has done as much as 
anyone to enliven the history of 
World War II. 


Ryan is a ruddy-faced, volu- 


ble Irishman whose account of 
the invasion of Normandy, "The 
Longest Day," was an enor- 
mous success as a book and 
movie. Now an American cit- 
izen, he is hard at work convert- 
ing his latest best-seller, "The 
Last Battle," into a screen play. 
The saga concerns the fall of 
Berlin and the end of the war. 


"This is an enormous job," 


the author said as he surveyed 
ihe charts, photos and outlines 
that 
fill tables and walls of 


:hree MGM offices. "Right now 
I'm working with the producer, 
George 
Englund, 
to 
narrow 


down the story to a reasonable 
number of characters. 


"A few stand out — the gener- 


als, Hitler, the milkman whc 
continued his route as the city 
was falling, the zookeeper who 
tried to save the animals, etc. 
But how do you decide about the 
others?" 


Ryan and his researchers con- 


tacted 3,000 persons during the 
eight-year preparation of "The 
Last Battle." The nature of the 
events makes the film a much 
more 
complicated 
story than 


"The 
Longest Day," for which 


Ryan also wrote the script. 


"There you had an immense 


operation," said Ryan, "but it 
was centralized on one military 
maneuver. In 'The Last Battle' 
you have the whole arena of 
human tragedy and even insani= 
ty, as in the case of Hitler, who 
was dispatching orders to phan- 
tom armies that didn't exist. 


"You have vast forces in the 


story — the Russians advancing 
from the east and the Allies 
from the west, plus the rem« 
nants of the German army. You 
also have the civilian population 
of a great city that was being 
crushed to the ground, plus the 
political aspects of the heads of 
state. It is an enormous pano- 
rama."

ach year, during the dry season, Lt. Tom Shirley of the Florida Fish and Game 
Commission takes to the Everglades swamps east of Andytown in search of 


bull alligators. 


Using a long, hickory pole, he pokes around in the muddy water holes until 


he brings his quarry to the surface. 


From then on it's a battle between reptile and man as Shirley and his assis- 


tants try to get a rope around the beast's snout, tie him up and haul him to shore. 


Frequently the 'gator bites through the pole as if it were a stick of candy. 
Once the alligator is on shore and more securely tied up, a hole is drilled in- 


to its tough hide, just behind the head, and y small tag is riveted to it. This 
does not hurt the creature, Shirley sayi.

out serious organic disease. 


Q—An eye doctor said I had 


choroiditis caused by toxoplas- 
mosis. I also had a strongly 
positive tuberculin skin test. 
Does this mean I have tuber- 
culosis? What are choroiditis 
and toxoplasmosis? 


A—-Choroiditis is an inflam- 


mation of the choroid, the 
dark brown membrane be- 
tween your retina and the 
hard white fibrous capsule of 
the eye. Your doctor made a 
tuberculin test because tuber- 
culosis is one cause of choroid- 
itis but a positive test only 
means that you have had a 
touch of tuberculosis in the

LONDON (AP) - The House 


of 
Commons 
voted approval 


Monday night of the Labor gov- 
ernment's bill to 
nationalize 


Britain's steel industry as the 
Conservatives 
mounted an at- 


tack on Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson's handling of the nation- 
al economy. 


The measure, approved by a 


vote of 328-247 on its second 
reading, would nationalize the 
14 big companies which supply 
90 per cent of the nation's steel. 


Final passage is expected late 


this year, although the Conserv- 
atives may try to delay it by 
pressing for a procedure that 
would 
permit 
each company 


involved to present testimony 
against the bill. 


Anthony Barber, Conservative 


spokesman on steel, repeated 
the opposition 
argument 
that 


the bill is irrelevant to Britain's 
jeconomic problems. Barber said 
the Conservatives would return 
steel to private ownership if 
they regain power. But he add- 
ed a new qualification, saying 
they would drop state ownership 
"to whatever extent is neces- 
sary and practicable." 


Barber declared that Britain's 


steel industry needs more com- 
petition, not less. Power Minis- 
ter 
Richard Marsh countered 


that 
teel exports and produc- 


tivity have been on the decline 
while imports of raw materials 
have been going up. The only 
way to reverse this trend, he 
asserted, is for the government 
to take over and reorganize the 
industry. 


Commons begins a two-day 


debate today on Britain's eco- 
nomic crisis based on a Con- 
servative motion expressing no 
confidence in the government's 
ability. There was no likelihood 
that the Labor party's disgrun- 
tled left wing would desert the 
government to vote with the 
Conservatives and put Wilson 
out of office. 


More important to the future 


of Labor's austerity measures 
was the attitude of the Trades 
Union Congress toward the six- 
month wage freeze announced 
last week as part of the package 
to protect the pound by raising 
taxes and cutting government 
spending.

Man-Made Flood in 
Everglades Threat 
to Deer, Irks Men 


By DOUG B AILEY 


ANDYTOWN, Fla. (AP) - A 


gigantic man-made flood is ex- 
terminating the last herd of Ev- 
erglades deer in the open wil- 
erness. 


Alarmed conservationists are 


threatening to take the problem 
into their own hands if they 
can't get official action. 


"If they don't shut down those 


gates in a week," said Freddie 
Fisikelli of the Dade County 
Halftrack 
Conservation 
Club, 


"they're going to be shut any- 
way." 


"We've 
got about 50 men 


ready to go," he said, "and we 
don't care what they do." 


Millions of gallons of water a 


minute are pouring into a 900- 
square-mile 
wildlife 
manage- 


ment area west of Miami, swal» 
lowing dry land and foliage until 
there are only isolated islands 
left in water two to six feet 
deep. 


The entire fawn crop has been 


wiped out, conservationists say, 
and now the 4,000 to 6,000 bucks 
and does are starving to death 
or dying of disease. 


The water is being pumped 


into the wilderness from rich 
farmlands to the north and is 
flowing through open gates from 
huge reservoirs to the east. 


The authority to stop it seems 


buried in overlapping state and 
federal agencies. 


Fisikelli and others who roam 


the Everglades north of the na- 
tional park blame the central 
and southern Florida Flood Con- 
trol District. They want it to 
stop the pumping and shut the 
gates. 


The district says it cannot 


stop 
pumping 
the 
farmlands 


because 
a 
heavy 
rain would 


flood valuable crops. In the res- 
ervoirs, the district .says, heavy 
summer 
rains 
have created 


water levels so high that the 
decision to close the gates is 
now in the hands of the I'.S. 
Corps of Engineers. 


The corps says the gates can- 


not be closed because water 
would stack up behind them so 


high that the levees might be 
threatened. That in turn would 
threaten the thickly populated 
east coast should a hurricane 
sweep in, the corps says. 


"We are doing everything we 


can," said Ed Dail, head of the 
Flood Control District, "but you 
have to understand these areas 
come first."

Game Commission, said, "We're 
going to do everything we can.

frontier, U.S. Marines pursued 
the hunt for the battered survi» 
vors of the first full North Viet- 
namese division sent South but 
made no contact with the elu- 
sive foe. As they slipped deeper 
into the jungle, the Communists 
left 
behind 
736 
dead, 
the 


Marines reported. 


The battle debris and scarred 


terrain indicated the enemy toll 
may be far higher, officers said. 


With most of the Hanoi regu- 


lars of Division 324B apparently 
back across the border or in 
flight toward Laos, Air Force 
B52s flew over Typhoon Ora 
early today to bomb suspected 
Viet Cong jungle hideouts in the 
D Zone stronghold 80 miles 
northeast of Saigon. 


Flying through low clouds and 


occasional thunderstorms, Air 
Force, Navy and Marine pilots 
racked up 71 missions Monday 
over North Viet Nam. They hit 
nine fuel dumps and assorted 
bridge, rail and supply targets 
that took them within 20 miles 
of Hanoi. 


Pilots reported half a dozen 


surface-to«air missiles we re sent 
up against them around Hanoi, 
but no American losses were 
reported. 


Marine pilots hit a suspected 


ammunition dump just north of 
the 17th Parallel on the Red 
supply route to the South. They 
reported 
50 secondary explo- 


sions. 


The typhoon, whipping across 


the Gulf of Tonkin toward North 
Viet Nam and Communist Chi- 
na, 
sharply 
curtailed 
plane 


launchings from 7th Fleet car- 
riers. Instead of its usual 40 to 
50 missions, the Navy was able 
to send off only nine against the 
Communist North. 


In South Viet Nam, U.S. and 


South Vietnamese pilots flew a 
total of 487 single-plane strikes 
despite bad weather over much 
of the area. 


In the Mekong Delta 78 miles 


west of Saigon a South Vietnam* 
ese 
militia force of 30 men 


fought off three times that num- 
ber of Viet Cong early today. 


The Viet Cong called off the 


attack when a flare plane lit up 
the predawn darkness. The pla- 
toon 
defending the hamlet of 


Kien 
Phong sustained only a 


few 
casualties, 
a 
spokesman 


said. 


The sound of heavy artillery 


and air 
strikes 
also echoed 


across Saigon in an effort to 
forestall a further rise in Com- 
munist activity.

Rights Bill 
House Clause 
Key to Delay

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


House plunges into a second day 
of discussion on the civil rights 
bill today with Southern Demo- 
crats vowing to do all In their 
power to delay a final vote. 


The opponents' 
quickly un- 


furled 
their delaying tactics 


Monday when the House opened 
consideration 
of the compro- 


mise legislation. House leaders 
said they hoped to reach a final 
vote by the end of the week, but 
they weren't optimistic. Numer- 
ous amendments are pending. 


The bill reached the House 


floor via a new rule which limits 
to 21 days the time the House 
Rules Committee can delay leg- 
islation approved by other com- 
mittees. The motion to bypass 
the Rules Committee carried by 
a 200-180 vote, with 180 Demo- 
crats and 20 Republicans sup- 
porting it and 75 Democrats and 
105 Republicans against It. 


That was sufficient indication 


that more trouble lay ahead, 
since some members who voted 
for 
consideration 
may 
vote 


against 
the bill if It isn't 


changed to their liking. 


The most controversial provi- 


sion is aimed at prohibiting dis- 
crimination In the sale or rental 
of housing. It is directed pri- 
marily at real estate agents and 
builders 
and 
wouldn't affect 


homeowners who have 
fewer 


than two real estate transac- 
tions in one year. 


The bill deals also with state 


and federal jury selection, and 
it prohibits interference 
with 


Negroes trying to vote, go to 
school, use public transportation 
or take part in legal demonstra- 
tions. 


Opponents 
started 
dilatory 


tactics by demanding time-con- 
suming roll calls to keep the 
necessary 100 members In the 
chamber. The roll calls are au- 
tomatic when attendance drops 
below 100 and a member ob- 
jects. 


Rep. John Bell Williams, D« 


Miss., opened the fight by trying 
to deal the bill a sudden-death 
blow. Williams, who was disci- 
plined by House Democrats last 
year for supporting Republican 
Barry Goldwater for president, 
claimed 
the House 
Judiciary 


Committee report on the bill 
violated a rule that requires 
details of proposed changes in 
existing laws. 


Speaker John W. McCormack 


held that there was substantial

quiet man with the loud answer 
— the voter—took charge of Ar- 
kansas politics today.

Democratic 
candidates 


for governor will qualify for an 
Aug. 9 runoff primary. 


An estimated 400,000 of the 


state's 687,631 qualified voters 
were expected to go to the polls 
between 8 a.m. and 6:30 p.m. 


A small percentage—perhaps 


as many as 50,000 — were ex- 
pected to vote in the Republi- 
can primary which pitted Win- 
throp Rockefeller against Gus 
McMillan of Sheridan in the gov- 
ernor's race. 


The rest marked what has to 


be one of the longest Demo- 
cratic primary ballots in Arkan- 
sas history. 


A U.S. Senate race, four con- 


gressional races, contests for 
six state constitutional offices 
and a host of district and coun- 
ty races lengthened the ballot. 


Counting was expected to be 


slow, especially in the larger 
counties. 
Establishment 
of 


clear-cut leaders in the gover- 
nor's race before midnight was 
unlikely. 


Certainly there was no clear- 


cut 
favorite 
when 
balloting 


started. 


Frank Holt, target of criti- 


cism from each of the other six 
candidates, 
claimed 
that 
he 


would lead the ticket, and oth- 
er candidates seemed to agree, 
privately if not publicly, that 
Holt would make the runoff. 


But each thought he would be 


the man opposing Holt during 
the next two weeks when the 
campaign is expected to turn

NEW 
YORK (AP) - 
As a 


lifelong dealer in nightmares, 
Alfred Hitchock has a private 
terror of his own. 


It isn't the sight of blood. It's 


the sound of ketchup. 


"I want you to take this down 


carefully because it is of the 
utmost significance," said the 
portly master of filmed sus- 
pense as he forked the slender 
lamb chop huddled like a victim 
on his luncheon plate. 


"The reason I hate ketchup is 


that it is connected with the 
most unpleasant sound in the 
world— the 
sound of 
a hand 


smashing the bottom of a ket- 
chup bottle, 


"As a result of this sound, 


some horrible looking red goo 
slowly emerges from the neck 
of the bottle and lays itself over 
some perfectly innocent french 
fried 
potatoes, 
which 
never 


harmed anyone in their life." 


Work, wine and food make up 


the wonderful world of Alfred 
Hitchcock, and he loves to dis- 
course amiably about all three. 
One of his favorite dinners was 
an all-blue meal he threw as a 
practical joke for the late Ger- 
trude Lawrence. 


"I 
served 
blue soup, blue 


bread, blue trout, blue chicken 
and blue ice cream," he re- 
called fondly. "It was quite a 
success." 


He has a private wine cellar 


of 4,000 bottles, including some 
going back to 1890 for which he 
has been offered $100 a bottle by 


other connolseurs. He uncorks 
them sparingly because, as usu- 
al, he is having waistline trou- 
ble. 


His weight, which has varied 


from 
190 to 290, now hovers 


around 218. 


"I've lost about 500 pounds as 


'a round figure in my time," he 
said cheerfully. 


"I believe that the real trou- 


ble with people like me is that 
we simply have too placid a 
temperament. We have insuffi- 
cient internal jitters to burn up 
our food and drink. 


"That's 
very 
healthy and 


should mean a long life." He 
reached over and knocked hii 
knuckles on the wooden pan> 
eling, "It's better not to worrj 
about unnecessary things." 


The director is famed for his 


equanimity, 
Methodically, he 


sketches his scenes in advance, 
never raises his voice or bothers 
to look through a camera on set. 
Of temperamental directors he 
remarked dryly: "All their dra- 
ma is on the set and none on the 
screen," 


This is a golden year for 


"Hitch," and filmdom is helping 
him celebrate it. It marks the 
completion of his 50th motion 
picture. 


Hitchcock started as a $3.50 


advertising layout artist for a 
London department store. His 
first job in the movies was writ- 
ing titles in silent films. The 
first one'he directed was "The 
Pleasure 
Garden," 
made in 


Munich in 1925.

In calling the special grand 


j ury session Monday, Common

produces enormous frustration. 
Violence,

remedy any problem. It cannot 
be condoned," 


He said the grand jury, whose
